O'Conor (D-Md) held out hope to- 
day that taxpayers eventually will 
30 relieved of some overlapping 
taxation by federal, state and local 
governments. 


The Maryland senator told a,re- 


porter that Congress members who 
attended a recent Chicago confer- 
ence with 11 governors 
"unani- 


mously agreed" that the federal 
government "should take the first 
step by giving up certain tax fields 
to the states." 
"We now have federal, state anc 
local taxes .pyramiding in .certain 
fields,"' O'Conor said. "If "we can 
get an agreement among 
these 


•various tax bodies to operate 
in 


certain areas it will mean eventua' 
tax reduction." 


Governors representing the coun 


cil of state governments and con 
gressmen who are members of the 
Senate and House tax writing and 
government expenditures 
commit- 
tees attended the Chicago meeting. 


O'Conor said that some Congress 


members believe the federal 
gov- 
rnment should step out of four tax 
areas where states and cities also 
operate.

trial stage and that it has become 
an important part of the country's 
life.Only 
out or 3,000 delegates at- 
tending the annual meeting of the 
Conservatives voted against a re- 
solution which lodged the party to 
retain nationalization of coal mines 
and the Bank of England, and to 
keep some sort of public ownership 
of railroads.

trial stage and that it has become 
an important part of the country's 
life.Only 
out of 3,000 delegates at- 
tending the annual meeting of the 
Conservatives voted against a re- 
solution which lodged the party to 
retain nationalization of coal mines 
and the Bank of England, and to 
keep some sort of public ownership 
of railroads. This promise

lenged by Conservative opponents 
as "milk and water 
socialism") 


would of course be implemented

The British Conservative Partys 
sensational concession to socialism, 
in pledging to retain some form 
of nationalized industry if returned 
to power, means that England's 
daring experiment with this poli- 
Lical creed has passed beyond the 
trial stage and that it has become 
an important part of the country's 
life.Only 
out of 3,000 delegates at- 


tending the annual meeting of the 
Conservatives voted against a re- 
solution which lodged the party to 
retain nationalization of coal mines 
and the Bank of England, and to 
keep some sort of public ownership 
of railroads. This promise

lenged by Conservative opponents 
as "milk and water 
socialism")
